Power. 


BETTER PERFORMANCE IN 
COLD WEATHER. 

The demand of motorists for more 
power; higher speeds, better cdld- 
weather performance and . greater 
safety arc neceasitating new deve- 
lopments in fuels’ and lubricants, 
Dr. J. Bennett Hill, chief chemist 
of.the Atlantic Refining Company, 
declared recently before the West- 
orn New York Section of the Ameri- 
ean Chemical Society.

“In answeritig the demand for 
greater power the autcmobile in- 
dustry has gone to higher com- 
pression engines requiring & gaso-
